Canada’s Individuality. 


AT ST. ANDREW'S BANQUET 





Former Untonist Leader Says the 
Dominion Must and Will Have Her 
Own Feelings of Nationality and 
Urges Liberty For Her Develop- 
ment as a S-_parate Part of the 
Empire—Was Taught Lesson. 


London, Dec. 2—There was a great 
gathering in the Liolborn Restaurant 
on Saturday to celebrate St. Andrew's 
Day. The Rt. Hon. Arthur J. Balfour, 
who presided, spoke on “Imperial 
Nationality.’. He referred to the great 
part his countrymen had played in 
reconciling the principle of national- 
ity with that of ardent patriotism in 
various parts of the world. It was 
only by emulating that example that 
the-future of the Empire a3 a whole 
could be secured. The people of Can- 
ada and other overseas. Deminions 
must have and will have their own 
feeling of nationality. Every Canadian 
ought to want to feel that Canada 
has got its own principle of develop- 
ment, “and in future do not let us 
discourage that local patriotism,’ he 
said. “Let them cultivate their.own 
feeling of nationality. ‘Canada for the 
Canadians,” ‘Australia for the Austra- 
lians,’ but the whole for the Empire. 
It was the misconception of this prio- 
ciple that led to the great disruption 
between the American colonies and 
the Mother ae a century and a 
half ago, and perhaps, after ell, it 
required that lesson to teach us what 
we now know.”

Ottawa, Dec. 2—The debate on the 
address according to present. indica- 
tions wili close Wednesday. Premier 
Borden stated at the close of Satur- 
day’s Cabinet session that there wouid 
be a division on Sir Wilfrid Laurier’s 
amendment Tuesday. There is no ex- 

tation of a long discussion on the 
ondow amendment, and there is 
even a probubility that it will not be 
pressed. it is thought likely that the 
Government, while agreeing in some 
degree to the principle, will ask that 
the amendment be withdrawn on the 
ground that a motion to amend the 
speech from the throne can only be 
regarded as a vote of want of confi- 
dence in the Government. 

Should Mr. Mondou consent to this 
it will clear the way for the intro 
duction of the naval emergency dill 
on Wednesday or Thursday. 

Whether or not this will allow a 
division on the naval measure before 
Christmas adjournment, depends en- 
tirely upon the attitude to be adopted 
by the Opposition and is a question 
which nobody on Parliament Hill, 
ieast of atl Liberal members can an- 
swer in advance. Everything will de- 
pend upon the bill itself and upon 
the attitude, which the Opposition will 
take. Every effort is being made by 
the party whips to keep the members 
in Ottawa, with a view to as big a 
showing as possible in the vote on the 
Laurier amendment on Tuesday.

From Turkey — Truce Will Be 
Signed on Tuesday and Fighting: 
After That Day Is Extre.aely 
Unlikely, Says Correspondent, 


London, Dec, 2.—The signing of the 
pietocal of the armistice between the 

Ikan allies and Turkey, which was 
expected yesterday, has been postpon- 
ed until to-morrow, as the Greek dele 
gate has not yet received the necea- 
gary authority from his Government. 

It is rumored that in addition to the 
Bulgarian troops just landed at De- 
dvazhatch, another

delay signing the armistice in order 
to enable these troops to arrive at 


their destination, which is supposed 


will extend for about a fortnight if 
necessary, and cover the whole fieid 
of pperations.

Sult Brought by W. H. Haines For 
Alienation ot Wife's Affections Is 
Dismissed by Mr, Justice Leitch 

After Doctors Testify Thot Mrs. 
Haines [ts Laboringe Under 
Hallucinations About Men. 


Toronto, Dee. 3.—“In the face al the 
evidence I cculd not allow a charze 
of this nature to hang over any man,” 
Such was the statement of Mr. -Jus- 
tice Leitch in the Milton Assiz~ Court 
resterday in dismissing the action 
against Hon. A. G. MacKay. who was 
sued. by W. H. Haines, formerly fF 
Owen Sound. on the ground that Mr. 
MacKay had alienated his wife's af- 
fections. The action azainst t*e for- 
mer leader of the Ontario Liberal par- 
ty was launched by Haines during 
the reciprocity campaign a year ago. 
It had n hanging fire since then 
and when it finally came to trial Mr. 
MacKay came from Edmonton to de- 
fend the accusation. 

Mrs. Haines has been confined in 
the Queen street asylum since May, 
1911. Because of being declared in- 
sane she was not permitted to give 
evidence in the case. Her husband, 
who pressed the auit, had served a 
subpoena upon her, and when she did 
not appear to give evidence, his coun- 
sel asked for an adjournment, whica 
was promptly refused by his lordship 
after he had heard the evidence of 
alienista, 

Dr. Bruce Smith, inspector of asy- 
lums and prisons; Dr. J, .H Forater, 
superintendent of Toronto. Asylum, 
and Dr. H. Clare. assistant superin- 
lendent, testified that the woman wa- 
incurably insane and therefore wholly 
incapable of giving evidence. They 
said that she had been laboring under 
delusions and hatlucinations for a 

mg time, and, judzins by her pres. 
ent condition, would continue to do 
so, They were just the kind, if civen 
credence to, which would give rise to 
actions of this kind against not only 
the defendant, Mr. MacKay, but other 


men, She was described aa a typical’ 


patient of the kind and the medical 
men thought it woul! be an outrage 
to rely upon her accusations, 

Tt was pointed out that the accusa- 
tions had been made some seven 
months before the woman was sent te 
the asylum, but in answer to this the 
medical witnesses said thet at that 
time and probably for years previous- 
ly she had had delusions with regard 

men. , 

Upon examination for discovery th 
plaintiff, Haines, admitted that nei- 
ther he nor his wife were at the placea 
where the wronc-doing complained -f 
was alleged to have been committed 

Before. dismissing the case Mr. Jus- 
tive Leitch sid thet no particulars of 
improper relations allezed in the state. 
ment of claim were before the court, 
and he therefore dropped the action, 
with costs to be paid by the plaintiff, 
Haines, to the defendant, Hon. A. G. 
MacKay. ‘

Crime is always discovered and there is 
generally short shrift for criminals, so that 
the readers of those tales receive scant en- 
couragment to take the path that inevitably 
ends in ruin.

“narratives wherein one bold cow boy slaugh- 
ters sixteen Indians and wipes out two or 
three real bad men, might instill into the 
youthful reader a burning desire to stalk 
forth and emulate his deeds, but it is hardly 
fair to shove all the blame onto dime novels 
without making any: distinction as to class.

FINANCES OF THE C. P. R. 


Hon. Messrs. White and Cochrane An- 
nounce Present State of Company's 
Application For Increased Capl- 
tal—Premier Borden Denies Pro- 
mising Mr. Monk a Plebiscite 
on the Naval Question. 


Ottawa, Dec. 5.—This was ‘’Question 
Day” in Parlinment. No less than 
192 queries had been placed upon the 
order paper, and the members of the 
Ministry experienced a busy after- 
noon ‘satisfying the curiosity of pri- 
vate members on both sides of the 
House, and not infrequently endeavor- 
ing to escape direct and embarrass- 
ing interrogations from an ulert and 
militant Opposition. About one-third 
of the questions dealt with the pro- 
gress of the guillotine on Liberal civi:- 
servants during the past six montha, 
and elicited the usual genera! state- 
ment that dismissals had been for 
“offensive partisanship.” 

Information regarding the Govern- 
ment’s relation to the C.P.R. and 
G.T.R. given at question hour in the 
replies by Hon. W. T. White, Finance 
Minister, and Hon. Frank Ccchrane, 
Minister of Railways, to queries by 
W. F. Maclean (South York). 

Hon. Mr. White said that in Aug- 
ust last the C.P.R. petitioned the 
Governor-in-council for permission & 
increase the capital stock by $75,000,- 
000. President Shaughnessy, while the 
application was pending. intimated 
verbally that the company would, in 
addition, increase its common stock 
by $60,000,000, under authority of its 
charter. This was done on Oct. 2 
Jast, but the application for the $75,- 
000,060 issue is still pending. On Aug. 
13, President Shaughnessy wrote the 
Prime Minister, enclosing a copy of a 
resolution passed by the board of 
directors, on. Aug: 12, asking permis 
sion to make the $75,000,000 issuz, 
raising the C.P.R.’s capitalization 
from $200,000,000 to  $275,000,000. 
While admitting that a percentage of 
the money required to keep pace with 
the country’s expansion could Le pro- 
vided out of surplus earnings, and 
from other sources, the president add- 
ed that “by far the largest porticn 
must be secured by the issue and 
sale of the company’s ordinary share 
capital.” 

Hon. Geo. H. Perley, acting for 
Premier Borden in the latter's ab- 
sence in England, replied two days 
later in a letter that he would tak: 
up the matter with the Finance Min- 
ister in a few days, 

Hon. Mr. Cochrane stuted that Jules 
Horne had been appointed to repre- 
sent the Government on the, Grand 
Trunk Pacific Railway directorate for. 
the protection of the public interest, 
but no report had been made. 

Hon. Mr. Cochrane stated, in reply 
to questions cancerning the G.T.P., 
that that company, which is a con- 
tractor in the construction of the Na- 
tional Transcontinental between Win- 
nipeg and Moncton, N.B., has been 
paid $15,454,000 for its work. The to- 
ta] expenditure on building and equip- 
ing the line between Winnipeg and 
Lcecton thus far is $125,000,000. The 
assistance given by the Government to 
the G.T.P. amounts to $4,993,000; loan 
in 1909, $10,000,000; guarantee 2 
bonds, $35,000,000; bond pledges. 
$12,745,000. 

The Minister also stated that the 
N.T.R. from Levis to Moncton will 
be ready for operation by September. 
1913. 

Mr. White seen all suestieos 
respecting tariff changes wi e 
announcement that they would be 
dealt with in his budget speech. He 
denied, however, that wire fencing 
was to be taken off the free list. An 
enquiry as to what was being done in 
relation to the Panama Canal toiis 
was also shelved upon the ground that 
pending diplomatic negotiations were 
of a confidential character. 

Mr. Cochrane gave some figures as 
to the cost of the present investiga- 
tion into the affairs of the National 
Transcontinental. Between February. 
and November F. W. Gutelieus re- 
ceived on account of salary $15,900, 
and Mr. Lynch-Staunton $10,- 
300. Both gentlemen were also allowed 
their own expenses. F. F. Tye, who is 
assisting them in their work, hae 
been paid $100 a day and expenses. 

Mr. Cochrane, replying Hon. 
Geo, P. Graham, made the definit» 
announcement that Port Neison had 
deen chosen as the terminus of the 
Hudson Bay Railway. 

Replying to Major Sam Sharpe the 
Minister of Militia stated that 6,000 
applications had been received for the 
grant of $100 each to the Fenian raid 
veterans, and 4,000 claims had —lready 
been allowed and paid. 

Mr. Nesbitt elicted the information 
that between May 1 and Nov. 1 Can- 
ada’s cattle experts to the United 
States amounted to $482,005.

Toronto, Dec. 5.—Canadian Presby- 
terians, Methodista and Congregation- 
alists may federate during the year 
1913, Great efforts are boing made 
by the leaders to bring it into im- 
mediate operation. 

Early in January, the Presbyterians, 
Methodists (und Congrezationaliste 
will mect in joint committee to draft 
the federation scheme in place of the 
church union proposed, which failed 
to secure efficient Presbyterian sup- 
port.

Richmond, Va., Dec. 4.—In the 
name of the State of South Carolina, 
Governor Blease served notice to the 
governors’ conference here yesterday 
that lynchers of negrc cssailants of 
white women in his state would go 
unpunished.

“Therefore,-in South Carolina, let 
it be understood that when a negra 
assaults a white woman, all that ig 
peeded is that they get the right man, ~ 
and they who get him will neither 
need nor receive a trial.’’

Greece Still Objects to the Terms 
ofthe. Armistice. 








NO PROVISIONS FOR TOWNS 





It Is Understood That Greece Objected 
Strongly To Any tiove That Would 
Weaker the Balkan League— 
Two Conferences Are Expecied 
To Be Held. In London 
Regarding Peace Terms. 


London, Dec. 5.—No news has yet 
been received that Greece ha: signed 
the armistice, although she is expect- 
vd to do so, us the protocol provides 
taunt the besieged garrisons are not to 
we provisioned, to which Greece had 
stronzly objected. 

The fact that Turkey has agreed to 
this clause is heid to indicate that 

-nere is no likelihood of the immediate 

surrender of the fortresses. 

It is pessible that two conferences 
inay be sitting concurrently at Lon- 
don after next week. The proposal 
for an atnbassadoriai conference 
reached the Austrian Foreign Office 
yesterday, and is said to have been 

| sympathetically received by the Aus- 
, trian Cabinet. Count von Berchthold, 
however, is delaying his reply, until 
he has consulted with the other men- 
bers of the triple alliance. As Ger 
many is known to favor the confer- 
ence, it is expected that Austria will 
embrace the proposal and the ambas- 
sadors are likely to meet at the same 
‘time as the peace delegates. 

With respect to the dispute be- 
tween the allies, it appears that the 
Greek Government addressed last Sat- 
urday a dignified and touching appeal 
to the Governments of the allies, be- 
seeching them to take no action cal- 
; culated to weaken or endanger the 
league. At the same time Greece of- 
fered all her naval and military re- 
sources in case Turkey declined to 
sccept terms less eemeing to what 
Greece regardod as the allies” best in- 
terests. 

It is understood that this appeat 
forms an important historical docu- 
ment, which will show that Greece, 
far from having any intention to 
break away from the league, made wie 
strongest efforts to maintain it in its 
original form. 

No Foodstuffs Permitted. 

Constantinople, Doc. 5.—An official 
note issued yesterday evening says: 

“An armistice has been concluded 
with Bulgaria, Servia, 
negro. The state of war with Greece 
continues.” 

Although the complete terms of the 
protocol have not been made public, 
it is learned that the question of revic 
tualling the beleaguered towns 
abandoned, the Government being sat- 
isfied that the towns were sufficiently 
supplied with foodstuffs to last until 
the conclusion of peace.

Duchess and Princess Will Hear the 
Naval Speech To-day. 


Ottawa, Dec, 5.—The Duchess cf 
Connaught and the Princess Patricia 
will be on the floor of the House when 
the Prime Minister makes bix naval 
announcement today. 

They have applied for accommoda- 
tion, and the duchess will sit on the 
right of the Speaker's dais and the 
princess on the“left. 

Owing to the constitutional usage 
which forbids the Governor-General 
from attending Parliament save at the 
opening or closing or for the assent 
of bills, the duke will not be present. 

While it is not unusual for the vice 
regal party to come to the Commons, 
it occurs only on special occasions, 
and this will be the first visit of the 
duchess and princess to the House.

Teronte Junction Is Scene of an Ce 
citing and Serious Outbreak When 
Carter's Beagle Goes Mad—Aniinal 
Teaped In Kitchen, and Shot by 
Veterinary and Constable— 
Twenty Cases Reported. 


Toronto, Dec. 9—When a large 
black beagle dos went mad on Dun- 
das street. Ward Seven, on Saturday. 
seven people were so badly bitten by 
the animal that they will be forced 
to take the Pasteur treatment. After 
terrorizing the whole district the dog 
returned to.its home, where it was 
shot. -The head was analyzed by Dr. 
Amyot, who described the case as one 
of the deadliest forms of rahies. 

The dog broke from its fastening at 
503 Quebec avenue, during the morn- 
ing. The owner, Nelson Leadbeater. 
8 cart: agent, was out at the time. 
Before leaving the premises the dog 
bit Leadbeater's two small childreu. 
Running along the avenue to Dundas 
street, the dog turned in'at Whetter’s 
butcher shop. Those who were on 
the street at the time noticed the 
peculiar actions of the dog and kept 
a safe distance away. 

Dr. Cunningham happened to be in 
the shop at the time. Without even 
a bark, the animal sprang at his 
throat. Dr. Cunnincham raised bis 
hand and the dog lacerated three cf 
his fingers. 

L. Scrutton, an undertaker, was the 
next victim. He was walking .aloug 
when the mad creature came leapiog 
along the street and bit him. 

A child belonsing to Mr. Steele of 
Quebec avenue also telt the fangs of 
the dog, while playing on the street, 

The son of James Smith, bnckmaker 
on the Weston road, was bitten whil+ 
the animal was on the rampace, and 
a womau who lives on Vine street 
will also have to take the Pasteur 
treatment, as she, too, was bitten. 

After locating the house from whien 
the doc had come, Dr. Cunningham 
summoned Dr. Arthur Melhuish, vet- 
erinary surgeon. The latter armet 
himself with a forty-four calibre revel:

The dog had been 
trapped in the kitchen,

Ottawa, Dec. 10.—The award of the 

conciliation board appointed by the 
Minister of Labor to investigate the 
dispute between the Brotherhood of 
Railway Employes and the Canadian 
Pacific Railway Co., which resulted 
in a strike of the men, and which is 
still going on, was filed at the Depart- 
went of Labor yesterday afternoon. 
* The report, which is signed by 
Judge McGibbon of Brampton, Oat., 
chairman of the . and J. A. 
McDonald of Halifax, irdicates the 
claims made by the men, and recom- 
mends that practically all their de- 
mands be granted. 

The dispute between the men and 
the pomnben renee been going on for 
some months. Recognition of the 
schedules and an increase in pay of 
15 per cent. were among the principal 
demands made by the men. This the 
company refused, and the brotherhood 















pplied to the Department for a board 
arbitration, but failed, and a strike 
Hon, T. W. Crother ao 
t 
was composed of Judge McGibbon, 
J. A. McDonald of Halifax, represent- 
ing the men, and J. E. Duval of Mont- 
real, representing the company. The 
latter gentleman was named‘ by the 
Department after the C.P.R. refused 
to be represented. 

It recommends as follows: (1) The 
strikers to be reinstated in their old 
position imynediately at the salaries 
they were receiving previous to the 
strike, (3) The strikers to receive 
back pay for the time they have been 
on strike. (3) The men whu were dix 
charged by the company for their con- 
nection with the Brotherhood of Rall. 
way Employes should be treated as 
str.kers and receive the same treat- 
tment. (4) Increase of salaries recom- 
mended, but the matter is left to in- 
terested parties to be arranged at a 
later date. (5) The report’ is to cover 
all district. affected within the scope 
of the board. 

The report then lays down rules 
which shall govern the members of 
the brotherhood regarding seniority, 
vacancies, appointments, ete. The 
board further decided that the sche- 
dules recommended should take effect 
from May 1, 1912, and remain in ef- 
fect for one year, and from yéar to 
year thereafter. 

For public hoiidays and Sundays 
the board recommends that the men 
be paid time and a half, 

Judge McGibbon in his report high: 
ly commends the assistance given him 
by Mr. Crothers, and speaks in the 
highest terms of the administration of 
the Department. ; 
The minority report of Mr. Duval 
has not yet been filed, but it is under- 
stood that it agrees on moet points 
with that of Judge McGibbon and Mr 
McDonald. 

The Minister of Labor is confident 
that an agreement will speedily fol- 
low the board's finding, but it 1 
thought that the company will oppose 
the recommendation that the men 
should be given sack pay while on 
strike. The strike has been on now 
for five weeks, and the men claim that 
they will remain out until their claims 
are granted.

It had been expected that in the 
event of war Gen, Von Hoetzendort 
would be appointed chief of staff, and 
his appointment now to su i 
Schemua, couple with the news of 
the renewal of the Dreibund and that 
Austria and Hungary, have negotiated 
temporary loans of $50,000,000 can- 
not but have a disquieting effect 
on the internationa} situation. 

It is supposed that Austria wishes 
possibly to exert a strong influence 
over the coming conference p 
ings at London and espec’ally to pre- 
vent the entry of Turkey into the 
Balkan federation. 

The Austrian war party is known 
to be inflamed against Russia, in the 
belief that the defiant Russian atti- 
tude is due to the Franco-Russian 
alliance, and some of the Austrian 
newspapers, representing the war par- 
ty, are urzing that unless Russia 
ceases mobilizing, the powers compris- 
ing the Tnple Alliance should fall 
upon France and crush her before 
Russia is able to intervene, 

However, the crisis may end, the 
war fever is having a disastrous effect 
on Austro-Hungarian trade. A com- 
plete financial panic prevails through- 
out Galicia, where the various banks 
have recently paid out more than 
$40,000,000 to nervous depositors, with. 
out stemming the run. 

It was reported at Paris yesterday 
thet the: entire Austrian fleet had 
conoerntrated at Pola, the chief naval 
station of Austria-Hungary.

Nava! Bitt Will Cocupy House 
Until Holidays. 


Minister of Marine ts Mentioned In 
the Corridors as Likely To Become 
Canada’s Resident British Min. 
Ister — Resolution Is Reported 
In Committee Without Any 
Further Discussion, 


Ottawa, Dec. 11.—The naval debate 
will apparently absorb all the time of 
Parliament from Thursday next until 
the adjournment for the Christmas 
holidays. Yesterday afternoon Mr. 
Borden moved the House into com- 
mittee of the whole to consider his 
resolution authorizing the expendi- 
ture of $35,000,000 for the construction 
of battleships to strengthen the naval 
forces of the Empire. The resolution 
went through committee -vithout dis- 
cussion and was reported to the 
House. Mr. Borden then moved that 
said report be considered on Thurs- 
day next and have precedence over 
all other business until the Christmas 
recess. This was agreed t- without 
discussion. : 

Mr. Speaker Sproule took occasion 
to say that the naval bill arculd have 
been preceded by as well as founded 
upon the resolution. The. House, how- 
ever, having directed the first reading 
of dill, he was of the opinion 
that the error could be corrected by 
passing the resolution now and report- 
ing this action to the committee of 
the whole House when the naval bill 
reached committee stage. He an- 
nounced, however, that this action 
should not be construed as a pre 
cedent. The rule undoubtedly was 
that bills appropriating money must 
de ff upon a resolution submit 
ted to and approved by the committee 
of the whole, 

There is a great deal of discussion 
here as to what Minister of the crown 
will be detailed to serve on the Im- 
perial defence committee. Naturally. 
Hon. J. D. Hazen, as Minister of 
Naval Affairs, has been mentioned, 
as also has Col. Sam Hughes, Minis- 
ter of Militia and Defence. It is gen- 
erally understood, however, that s 
new portfolio will be created to be 
held by the Minister representing 
Canada on the Imperial defence com- 
mittee. This does not mean that Mr. 
Hazen will not be appointed, and 
many believe that he is the most like 
ty candidate. 

There is also a curious story afloat 
to the effect that the Canadian repre- 
sentative on the Imperial defence 
committee may not be a Minister of 
the crown, but that this must import 
int position will be held by a Cana 
lian statesman of international repu- 
“ation. 

It is understood that no time will be 
-st in havjng Canada represented 

wow the Imperial defence commit 
‘ee, and some gossip about possible 
Cabinet changes is already current.

great service to the famous Boer gen- 
eral. Ultimately she transferred her 
services to the British, and, donning 
military uttire, she passed off as an 
ordinary trooper, joining the army 
ust before the Modder River battle. 

Itimately, he sex being discovered, 
she took up nursing duties at the ra- 
tion camp st Johannesburg. 

One of the most famous Amazons 
of modern times, however, was Sig- 
nora Mario, who died in 1906, and who 
payed such a prominent part in the 

talian revolutionary movement, af- 
terwards writing the life of Gariba'di, 
and editing the letters of Mazzini. She 
was born Jessie White, and was the 
daughter of a famous Cowes boat- 
builder. While in her teens she lelt 
her home to study art in Italy, and it 
was thus thay she became acquainted 
with the Garibaldi family. She mar. 
tied one of the Garibaldi’s officers, 
and piunged actively into the strug- 
gle for liberty. She went through the 
whole of the exciting campaign in 
the two Sicilies, and rode up to Na- 
ples through Calabria with the ever 
conquering red shirts. 

One who saw her in tl.ose days givea 
the following vivid pen picture of her: 
“A very bright, intellige:: intellec- 
tual, f@nergetic little laly, lithesome 
as a ‘reed, with pate blue eyes, = 
freckled face, and light auburn hair. 
She, epoke Italian and French with 
great fluency and wielde. a remark- 
»bly fluent pen. She had a good aeat 
in the saddle, ‘which she sat in the 
orthodox feminine fashion. She smok. 
ed big cigars, and tackled a long 
drink like a.man when she felt that 
way.’’ She’ was generally mistaken 
by the French as Garibuldi’s daugh- 
ter. . 

Then, of course, there wa: Louse 
Michel, known through the terrible 

riod of the Communw as the “* 
Virgin,” who” shouldered ertas and 
fought at the outposts and barricades. 
But France had many gallant women 
soldiers in those days. There was one 
Therese Figueur, a female dragon, 
who fought during the Revolution and 
the: Firat Empire. 

The best-known of the French fight 
ing females were the Fernigs, whom 
Gen. Dumouriez called his children.
